The follow:ng is the full text of the recent 
decision of the United Slates Circuit Court 
in the railroad tax cassa. It will bo found to 
address itseif to an exceedingly important 
issue: 
• 
Circuit Court t f the United States in and 
for the District of California. Couuty of 
San Mateo vb. The Southern Paci6c Rail­ 
road Company. 
This is an action to recover of the South­ 
ern t’aciSc Railroad Coumany. a corporation 
created undet the lows of'California, certain 
State and county taxea levied upon its prop­ 
erty for the fiscal year of 1880 and 1881, and 
ajRged to be cue to the plaintiff, with an 
additsoaal five per cent, for thsir non-pay- 
inert and interest. It was commenced in the 
Surerior Court tf the county of San Mateo. 
The railroad company, rmou* other things, 
sets up ia its answer as a d:-fense substantially 
th 's: That by the Thirteenth Article of the 
Constitution i f the State a mortgage, or 
other obligation by which a <!t-io, secured, 
is treated,_ for the purposes of assessment and 
taxattop, is an intere-t iu the property af­ 
fected ; that “ rjtcept as to railroad and other 
quasi public corporations,” 
THE VALUE OP THE PROPEBTT, 
Less the value of the security, is fo be as­ 
sessed and taxed to the owner, ar.d the value 
of I he security to he assessed snd tsx- d to its 
bolder (Sec. 4); that hy the same article the 
franchise, roadway, road-bed, rails androlliag 
stock cf railroads operated iu u.nre than one 
county, are to be anrt»ed by the State Board 
of Equalization at their actual value, and ap- 
pcrtionrd to tho ecu:.tire, cities or towns in 
which the roads are loca’e i in proportion to 
the number t f miles of railway laid therein 
(Sec. 5); that r.t tiie time cf and previously to 
the assessment of the property of the railroad 
c mpRuv, tiDon which the taxes claimed iu 
this action were levied, there exúted a mort­ 
gage i pan the property, executed for ad­ 
vances ¡nade for the ccns’ruction and equip­ 
ment of the n rd exceeding three thousand 
dolinrs for t ach n i'o of the same, no pari nf 
which ha.» been paid except the accruing in­ 
terest, and the whole of which was and still i» 
a 'lien thereon; that the Sla’.e Board of 
Equalization, acting under the authority of 
the provisions of 
THE STATS CONSTITUTION, 
Assessed, as the property of tho railroad 
company, its franchise, roadway, road bed, 
rails and roiling stock at what was deemed to 
he their actual vein-, withont allowing any 
deduction f r the mortgage subsisting there­ 
on, and thus made, as between the property 
of individn Is and that of the railroad com­ 
pany, an unjust aDd unlawful discrimination 
against the company; ar.d that the State 
t hnstitu'ion. ia its discriminating provisions, 
conflicts with the inhibition of the Four­ 
teenth Amendment of the Constitution of 
the United States, 'which declares that no 
State shall deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the tqua! protection of the laws. 
U|>on tiiat inhibiliou the company reiies to 
defeat the assessment, or at least to reduce it 
by each deductions as are made iu the esti­ 
mate for taxation of the value of property 
held hy individuals. 
TH3 RAILROAD COMPANY 
Also eeto up among other things, as a further 
defense to tho action, substantially this: 
J,’hat the section of tho Thirteenth Article of 
toe Stab* Constitution, which confers all the 
authority possessed by the State Board to 
make the tsw unent complained of, is itself 
invalid in this : that while it is self-executing, 
requiring no legi-Iation for its enforcement, it 
makes no provision for affording to the own­ 
ers of the property assessed an opportunity to 
be heard respecting its valuation, but author- 
iz .» th? Beard to act without notice to them, 
without receiving any information from 
them, and without liability to have its action 
reviewed, aud if erroneous, corrected by any 
Cither tribunal, making i*s judgment, how­ 
ever arbitrary nud capricious, final and con­ 
clusiva. And the cmdjinny contends that in 
thus not affording to it an opportunity to be 
heard respecting the valuation of its ptop- 
crty, whilst r.n opportunity is afforded to in­ 
dividuals for the correali)n of errors in the 
asses-ed value of their property, a die crimi­ 
nation is mede agr.in3t reiilr '»d companies 
within the inhibition of, the Fourteenth 
Amendment.. 
CLAIMING IN ITS ANSWER PROTECTION 
Under ths amendment to the Federal Con­ 
stitution, against the nforcement of what it 
alleges to he partial and discriminating pro- 
vifijns of the State Constitution, under 
which the State Board acted and hy which 
alone it ja-tifies i*s c.ction, the railroad com­ 
pany applied by petition to tho State Court 
to transfer the action to the Circuit Court of 
the United States. The required bond iu 
snob cases being filad, the transfer was made. 
The petition among other things alleges that 
the Supreme Court of the State has decided 
that the railroad company is not entitled to 
the protection of the Fourteenth Amendment, 
or to any reductions for its indebtedness se­ 
cured by mortgago in the estimate of its 
taxable property. 
The plaintiff now moves that the action be 
remanded to the Sta’o Court for trial as not 
bring removable to tho Federal Court under 
the Act of Congress of March 3, 1875, to de­ 
termine the jurisdiction of the Circuit Courts, 
and to regulate the removal of causes, to 
them from the State Courts. 
BY THE FEDERAL CONSTITUTION, 
The judicial power of the United States ex­ 
tends to all casss in law and equity arising 
under it, and under the laws of the United 
Stat ts, and t rea’ ios made under their authority. 
The Act of 1875, in its first section, invests 
the Circuit C Uits of the United States with 
original coLnlzai.ce, concurrent with the 
Courts of :he several State?, “ of all Buits of 
a civil na’o.re at common la-v or in equity ” 
thus arising, where the matter in dispute ex­ 
ceeds, excluid ve of costs, the sum nr value of five 
hundred dolUrs. I:s second sectinu declares 
that any suit of that character thus arising, 
brought into a State Court, may be removed 
by either party into the Circuit Court of the 
United State?. Tne terms used in the Act— 
’‘suits cf a civil nature”—are less* compre­ 
hensive than tha term case in the Constitu­ 
tion. The latter may embrace proceedings 
not usually or strictly termed suits, and pros­ 
ecutions of a criminal nature. There can, 
therefore, be no «erinus question as to the 
validity of the legislation of Congress. 
THE INQUIRY 
Ts as to its meaning; and npm this tfceie 
might he room icr much difference of opin- 
i n, if i s construction had not already been 
determined. If we were a; liberty to give 
our view of its meaning, we should not iiesi- 
tati to limit the auih ri’y to remove ?uits of 
a civil nature from a State Court to a Federal 
Court under the Act in question to these in 
which the causo of action arista upon the 
Constitution, laws or treaties of the United 
States, and cot extend it to cases whore the 
defeu»e, as here, rests merely upon some 
right or privilege claimed under them. Here 
the cause of action arises upon the Constitu­ 
tion and laws of the State prescribing the 
munucr »nd conditions on which its sovereign 
right of taxation shall be exercised. There 
aro emment fitness aud propriety in having 
all such causes disposed of by the locad 
Conrts, and ia to t having them carried into 
the Federal Courts with their attendant de­ 
lays acd expense. But the construction we 
might give, if the question wera one ^f first 
impressioD, we are not permitted to give. 
The Supreme Court has already passed upon 
the meaning of the Act, and held 
IN EXPRESS TERMS 
Against the view suggested. In Railroad 
Company va. Missis-ippi (12 Otto, 135) that 
Court reaffirmed whet had previously heeu 
declared, that cases arising under the laws of 
ths United States are »uch as grow out of 
tho legislation of Congress, whenever any 
riuht, or privilege, or ciaim, or protection, or 
defense cf the party iu whole or in part is 
asserted undvr them. Equally, therefore, 
cases must be held to arise under the Consti­ 
tution, when rtpon auy of its provisions some 
right, or privilege, or claim, or protection, or 
defer ss ia whole or in part is asserted in a 
judicial proceeding. In the Mississippi case, 
which wzs brought in a State Court, the de­ 
fendant, setting np certain rights claimed un­ 
der an Act of (Jo: gres?, prayed for a removal 
to a Federal Court utder the Act of 1875, and 
the Supreme Conrt held that the party wes 
entitled te it, Mr. Justice Miller dissenting 
on the gTcund urged here, that a removal was 
only authorized when the cause of action was 
founded on the law of Congress, and not 
where the defense rested upon i t ; that in this 
latter case the remedy of tha defendant for 
an adverse ruling was bv an appeal after judg­ 
ment to the Supreme Court of the United 
States. The decision of the majority of the 
Court overruling the position of Mr. Justice 
Miller disposes of tjie same posi'ion taken 
here. 
THE CONSTRUCTION GIVEN 
By the Court is binding upon ns until modi­ 
fied or reversed, as fully sa though we bad 
participated in it and adopted its conclusions. 
Long previously to that decision Chief Jus­ 
tice Marshall, speaking for the Court, had 
held that a case might ha said to arise under 
the Constitution or laws cf the United 3tates 
whenever its decision depended upon the cor­ 
rect construction of either, or when the title 
or right set up by a party might be defeated 
by one construction or sustained by the oppo­ 
site construction. (Osborne vs. Bank of the 
United States. 9 Wheaton. 822.) If the re­ 
moval authorized by the Act of 1875 is cot 
limited to these cases where the cause of 
action arise? upon tha Constitution, laws or 
treaties of tha United States, this ruling of 
the Chief Justice would also lead to 
the conclusion reached in the Missis­ 
sippi case. 
The validity of the assess­

company, and of the provitions discrimi­ 
nating between the assessment for taxation 
of the property cf individual?, may depend 
upon the construction given to tho Four­ 
teenth Amendment, and the determination 
whether it applies to artificial bodies as well 
as to natural persons. The right of the com­ 
pany to a reduction in the estimate of I he 
value of its property assessed for taxation by 
the amount of the mortgage thereon, would 
be defeated by the construction of tbatnmend- 
ment fur which the plaintiff insist», and 
m uht he sustained by the construction for 
which it contends. Its case for relief, ac­ 
cording to tho decisions mentioned, therefore 
arises under the Constitution of the United 
States. 
WHETHER THE FOURTEENTH ¿MENDMFKT 
Applies to corporations as well as to natural 
persons, ts a qu-stiou which cannot be de­ 
termined on this motion. It will c-.tne np 
for determination upon the trial of the action 
in the consideration of the merits of the com­ 
pany’s defense. It is enough to maintain the 
jurisdiction of this Court according to the de­ 
cisions mentioned, that the defense uects- 
sarilv involves a construction of a clause of 
the Federal Constitution. 
In may not, however, be cut of place to 
mako some suggestions ss to tha force of the 
Fourteenth Amendment ia order to draw the 
attention of the couaael to the diificultie* ia 
its application in the present ease, and which 
they must be prepared to meet on the triai. 
That amendment was undoubtedly adopted 
for the principal purpose of seeming freedom 
to the newly-made citizens or the African 
race, and 
TO PREVENT DISCRIMINATING 
State legislation agiánst their rights as free- 
ineD. The generality of the language used 
ueccBsarily extend) its provisions to ail per­ 
sons of every race and color. Previously to 
its adoption the Civil Bights Act had been 
i’assed, which declared that citizsr.s cf the 
United States of every race aud color, with­ 
out regard to auy previous condition of 
slavery, or involuntary servitude, except as a 
puaUbment for criute, should have-the same 
right in every State and Territory to make 
and enforce contracts, to sue, bs parties and 
give evidence, to inherit, purchase, lease, 
sell, own and convoy real and personal prop­ 
erty, acd to full end equal benefit of ail laws 
and proceedings for tho security of person 
and property, as is enjoyed by white, citi­ 
zens ; acd shoaid be tuhject to like punish­ 
ments, pairs and penalties, acd to noce other. 
THE VALIDITY OF THIS ACT 
Was questioned in many quarters ; and cpm- 
plaints were also made that, notwithstanding 
the abolition of slavery and involuntary ser­ 
vitude, the freedmen were in tome' quarters 
of the country subjected to «listbilitie», from 
which others were exempt. There were also 
complaints of the existence in certain sec 
tious in the Southern States of a feeling of 
enmity, growing out of the collisions of the 
war, towards citizers of the North. Whether 
these complaints had any just foundation is 
immaterial. They were believed by many to 
be well founded, and to prevent auy possible 
hostile legislation to any class from the causes 
mentioned, ar.d to obvlfcte objections to legis­ 
lation similar to that embodied in the Civil 
R'ghts Act, the Fourteenth Amendment was 
adopted. This is manifest from the discus­ 
sions in Congress with reference to it. There 
was no diversity of opinion as to its object 
between those who favored and those who 
opposed its adoptioD. 
THE CONCLUDING CLAUSE 
Of its first section was designed to cover all 
cases of p>otsihie discriminating and partial 
legislation agaii.Bt auy class in ordaining 
that no State deny to any person within its 
jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws. 
Equality of protection is thus made the con­ 
stitutional right of every person. And this 
equality cf protection implies not only that 
the same legal remedies shall be afforded to 
him for the prevention or redress of wrongs 
and the enforcement of-rights, hut also that 
he Bh&ll be subjec t to no greater burdens cr 
charges than such as are equally imposed 
upon all others under like circumstances. No 
one can, therefore, he arbitrarily taxed upon 
his property at a different rate from that im- 
po ed upon similar property cf others, simi­ 
larly situated, and thus made to bear an un­ 
equal share cf the public burden?. Property 
may indeed be classified, and different kinds 
be subjected to different rate». 
* 
REAL FBOPERTT MAT BE TAXED AT ONE RATE 
And personal property at another. Property 
in particular places m?y bo taxed for local 
purposes, whilst preqierty situated elsewhere 
is exempt. License taxes may also vary in 
amount, according to tiie calling or fcusinets 
for which they are exacted. But arbitrary 
distinctiors not arising from real differences 
in the character or situation of the property, 
or which do not operate alike upon ail prop­ 
erty of the same kind similarly situatod, are 
forbidden hy the amendment. Equality iff 
the imposition of hurdei^ is the constitutional 
rule as anplied to the property of individuals, 
where it is subject to taxation at all; and 
this imports that an uniform mode shall be 
followed in the estimation” of its value, 
and that the contribution exacted shall 
be 
in 
ecjrna 
uniform 
proportion 
to 
such values prescribed, according to the 
natnre or position of tha property. All State 
actions, constitutional or legislative, imping­ 
ing upon the enforcement of this rule, must 
give way before it. Congreso, in its legisla­ 
tion since the adoption of the amendment, 
has recognized this to be the rule. The 
amendment was adopted in 1868, and in 1870 
Congress re-ecac’ed the Civil RlghtB Act, 
and to the clause that i-ll persons within the 
jurisdiction of the Urfl ed States should en­ 
joy the same rights aa white citizens, and be 
subject to oDly like punishment, pains ar.d 
penalties, it added ana be only subject also to 
like “ taxes, licenses a i.l exactions of every 
kind, and to no other ” (It. S , Sec. 1,977.) 
LOOKING AT THU ORIGINAL OBJECT 
Of the amendment, it :nu»t be admitted that 
it was primarily intetk'.ed for the protection 
of the rights of natura persons ; its language 
is rnatuly applicable to them. If it InclndB 
also artificial perrons, iw corporations, when­ 
ever its language i? susceptible of application 
to them, it mast be h« cause the artificial en­ 
tity is competed ' ^natural persons whose 
rights are protected )n those of the corpora­ 
tion. It may be tna| the claim which binds 
the individuals intoi a single artificial body 
docs ret keep the in iu their united 
form from the protection of the amend­ 
ment. Corporation)! are not citizjns—the 
term applies only to natural persons—and 
yet they are treated as CitizeoR within the 
clause ef the Constitution which defines the 
judicial power cf thqtUnited States, and de­ 
clares that it shall i -xtend to controversies 
bstween citiz-.es cf different States. “ That 
name, it.deed” (of the corporation), saja 
Chief Justice Marshkl, “ cannot be au alieu 
or a citizen, but the* persons whom it repre­ 
sents may he tho out cr the other, and the 
controversy is, in fact and ia ' 
" 
those persons suing 
IN THF.1R CORPORATE CHARACTER, 
By their corporate name, for a corporate 
right, aud tho individual against whom the 
suit nr»y bo instituted. Substantially and 
esssntially the parties iu such a case, where 
the member? of the corporations are aliens 
or citizens of a different State from the op­ 
posing party, come within the spirit and 
terms of the jurisdiction conferred hy the 
Constitution on the national tribunals. Such 
has been the universal understanding on the 
subject.” (Bank of the Uaited States vs. 
Devcaux, 5 Crancb, Cl, See also the cases 
citel in the opidion of the Chief Justice.) 
'I he Fifth Amendment to the Constitu.ion 
contains a prohitition upon the Government 
of the United States similar to the one in the 
Fourteenth Amendment against the ac' i m 
of the States, declaring that no- person shall 
be deprived of life, liberty or property with­ 
out 
DUE PROCESS CF LAW ; 
And yet it Las been assumed, if not expresrly 
held, that the provision protects the property 
of corporations against confiscation equally 
with that of individuals. 
As will bs thus r.een, the question which 
will he presented for onr determination on 
the trial of thia case is one of the greatest 
importance. Wo express no opinion upon it, 
but invite for it the most thoughtful consid­ 
eration of cr.UuStL And in their discussions 
tha control cf the State over corporations of 
its creation, where a reserved power of amend­ 
ment is embodied in thei- charters, or imposed 
by the Constitution, should be considered. The 
general tendency of modern decisions is fo 
treat corporations with this reserved power, 
as subject at all times to the will of the State 
aa to their rights, power? acd liabilities. 
Such unlimited control, aeserted in som$ 
cases, would, indeed, lift them not only out 
of the protection of the Fourteenth Amend­ 
ment, but also out of nearly all protection, 
except men as the le-islative pleasure of the 
hour msy permit.

THE POWER OF WOFDS. 
[Elnriu P. Whipple, »n American critic and lect­ 
urer, was born at Gloucester, Mass., in 1819. Edu­ 
cated at public schools, be became in early life a 
banker’s cieik, aud, while yet young, began writing 
copiously for periodical publications. S.nee 1860 
Mr. W hippie's time has been wholly given up to 
literature, and he is the author of numerous essays 
and reviews, beside* having made a great reputation 
a» a public lecturer on social, historical aud litc^rv 
topics. Ilia style is cle»r, forcible aud incisive, and 
be delights in climax and antithesis. Whipple’s 
“ Essay h and Reviews " were published in two vol­ 
umes (1845); “ Lectures" (1849); and “ Literature 
of tho Age ol Elizabeth ” (1869)). 
Words are most effective when arranged 
in that order which is called style. The 
great secret of a good style, we are told, ia 
to have proper words in proper places. To 
marshal one’s verbal battalions in such or­ 
der that they may bear at once upon all 
quarters of a subject ia certainly a great 
art. This is doue iu different ways. Swift, 
Temple, Addison, Hume, Gibbon, Johnson, 
Burke, are all great general in the discip­ 
line of their verbal armies and tho conduct 
of their paper wars. Each has a system of 
tactics of his own, and excels in the ose of 
some particular weapon. The tread of 
dohneon s 6tyle is bcavv and sonorous, re­ 
sembling that cf an elephant or a mail-clad 
warrior, lie is fond of leveling an oostacle 
by a polysyllabic battering-ram. Burke’s 
words are coiffiaually practising the broad­ 
sword exercise, aud sweeping down adver­ 
saries with every stroke. 
Arhuthcot 
“ plays his weapon like a tongue o£ 
llame. ’ Addison draws up his light infan­ 
try in orderly array, Rnd marches through 
sentence aiier sentence, without having 
his ranks disordered or his line broken. 
Lutacr is different. His words are “ half 
b attles;” “ his smiling idiomatic phrases 
seem to cleave into the very secret of tho 
m atter.’ 
Gibbon's legions are heavily 
armed, and march with precision and dig­ 
nity to the music of their own tramp. 
They are splendidly equipped, but a nice 
eye can rii-csrn 3 little rust beneath their 
fine apparel, and there sro sutlers in his 
camp who lie, cog, oud talk gross obscenity. 
Micaulay, brisk, lively, keen and ener­ 
getic, ruDS his thoughts rapidly through 
his sentence, and kicks out of the way 
every sentence which obstructs his passage. 
He reins in h:s steed culy when he has 
reached his goat, ami then does it with 
such celerity that he is nearly thrown 
backwards by the snddcnuees of bis stop­ 
page. G ifford’s words are moss-troopers, 
that way lay innocent travelers aud murder 
them for hire. Jeffrey is a fine “ lance," 
with a sort of Arab swiftness in his move­ 
ment, and runs an ironclad horseman 
through the eye before he has had time to 
close his helmet. John Wilson’s camp is 
a disorganized mass, who might do effect­ 
ual service under better discipline, but 
who under his lead are suffered to carry on 
a rambling and predatory warfare, and 
disgrace their General hy flagitious ex­ 
cesses. Sometimes they steal, _oometimc8 
swear, sometimes driuk, and sometimes 
pray. Swift's words are porcupine quills, 
which he throws with unerring aim at who­ 
ever approaches his lair. AlLof Ebenezer 
Elliott’s words are gifted with huge 
fists, to pummel and bruise. Chatham 
and Mirabeau throw hot Bhot into 
their opponents’ magazines. Talfourd’a 
forces arc 
orderly 
aud disciplined, 
and march to the music of the Do­ 
rian flute ; those of Keats keep time to 
the tones of the pipe of Phtebus ; and the 
hard, h3rsh-featured battalioas of Maginn 
are always preceded by a brass band. Hal- 
lain’s word infantry can do much execution 
when they are not in each other’s way. 
Pope’s pht aeea arc either daggers or rapiers. 
Willis’s words are often tipsy with the 
champagne of the - fmcy, but even when 
they reel acd s’agger they keep the line of 
grace and beauty, and tiiough scattered at 
first by a-tierce onset from graver cohorts, 
soon reunite without wound or loss. John 
Neal s forces are multitudinous and fire 
briskly at everything. They occupy all 
the provinces of letters, and are nearly 
useless from being spread over too much 
ground. Everett’s weapons are ever kept 
iu good order, and shino well in the sun, 
but they are little calculated for warfare, 
and rarely kill wheu they strike. Web­ 
ster's wordB are thunderbolts, which eome- 
times miss tho Titans at whom they are 
hurled, but always leave enduring marks 
when they strike. H azlitt’s verbal army is 
s 1 me times druDk and sul ly, sometimes 
foaming with passion, sometimes cool and 
malignant, but, drunk or sober, are ever 
dangerous to cope with. Some of Tom 
Moore’s words are shining dirt, which 110 
flings with excellent aim. This list might 
be indefinitely extended, and arranged with 
more regard to merit and chronology. My 
own words, in this connection, might be 
compared to ragged, undisciplined militia, 
which could bs easily routed by a charge 
of horse, aud which are apt to lire into 
each other’s faces.

E gypt 
in fact is nearly independent. 
T he K he- 
dive is its King. 
H e has th e rights of 
raising armies and navies, and of m aking 
independent treaties w ith foreign G overn­ 
m ents. 
A rabi Pasha is the servant of the 
Khedive, not of the Porte. 
He owes alle­ 
giance to the ruler of Egypt, and he has 
renounced th a t allegiance. 
H e is in fact a 
rebel if ever there waa uue, and th a t is why 
we have so speken of him. 


T H E 
RUSSIAN 
POSITION. 


Russia is evidently alarm ed 
a t the 
Egyptian sitnation. 
She perceives th a t if 
England is perm itted to go on single­ 
handed she w ill end by establishing a 
B ritish Protectorate in the D elta, and will 
thereby secure her route to India for all 
tim e, and a t the same tim e forestall and 
checkm ate th e whole M uscovite scheme 
for obtaining possession of the Bosporus.

THE RIVER AND- HARBOR BILL 
THE 


The President vetoed thtf R iver and lia r 
bor bill on Tuesday, and yesterday both 
branches of Congress passed the bill over 
the veto by m ajorities so’ large as to indi­ 
cate the existence of a very decided breach 
betw een the executive and the legislative 
departm ents of 
the 
G overnm ent. 
The 
grounds upon which the President vetoed 
the bill are certainly strong.' 
lie pointed 
out th a t the appropriations m ade under it 
were in many cases for purely local im ­ 
provement», and th a t therefore these ap­ 
propriations were in violation of th e con­ 
stitutional lim itation up in congressional 
action. 
He also held th a t .so large an 
am ount was appropriated th at it would be 
impossible to expend it economically w ithin 
the tim e. 
B at apparently the passage of 
the hundred-m illion-dollars 
Pension hill 
has com pletely dem orA z:d C ingress as to 
financial proportions, and though tho River 
and H arbor hill provides for five timeB 
any 
previous 
expenditure 
for 
sim ilar 
purposes, the vigor and prom ptness with 
which it has been passed over th e Execu­ 
tive veto show th a t th e m ajority iu both 
houses regarded it as a popular measure. 
In considering the causes which have led 
to this large appropriation, it can do no 
good to denounce Congress ; for those 
causes m ust he sought far aw ay from the 
present m easure, and they belong to the 
political system which is unfortunately ac­ 
cepted hy both parties. 
In the first place, 
it is perfectly evident th a t Congress has 
been tem pted to extravagance by the ex­ 
istence of a large surpluB revenue. 
The 
existence of th is great surplus revenue is 
due to the m aintenance of a scheme of tax 
ation which never could have had any other 
justification th an th e w ar of the rebellion, 
and which ought to have been abandoned 
long ago. 
T he ever-increasing rapacity of 
th e protected classes, ho vever, and the op­ 
eration of the n atural law which alw ays 
tends to the extension of the protective 
system , have baffled every effort to reduce 
the tariff 
So the revenue has been kept 
up far beyond th e necessities cf the Gov­ 
ernm ent, and as treasure has accum ulated 
the tem ptation to employ it for Bemi-polit- 
ical purposes has been steadily growing 
also. 


And 
here we are brought to note a 
feature of our political system which has 
alw ays tended to prom ote Congressional 
extravagance. 
I t has been th e habit of 
the constituencies of all Congressmen to 
dem and of them G overnm ental aid for 
local advantage. 
There is not a Con­ 
gressional D istrict in th e Union w hich has 
not alw ays had its pet projects of this kind. 
Now it is a l'ostotlice or a Custom-house 
th a t is required. . Again it is some river 
im provem ent. 
W herever there is a stream 
th a t will float a saw-log there has a t some 
tim e been an endeavor to secure Con­ 
gressional assistance. 
N or is it fair to 
say th a t ail these efforts are m ade by spec­ 
ulators and adventurers. 
I t is on the con­ 
. 
• 
trary notorious th a t whenever a Congress­ 
man comes before his constituents for 
re-election, the local press at once proceeds 
to judge him hy his “ record,” and in dis­ 
cussing th a t record he is alm ost invariably 
indorsed or condem ned according to w hat 
he has done for his district. 
H is constitu­ 
ents do as a fact approve his action when­ 
ever he gets an appropriation to be ex­ 
pended among them . 
A nd they do not 
care w hether some other district is injured 
by w h at they obtain. 
The consequence is 
th at every Congressm an m ust be perpetu­ 
ally on the w atch to obtain good things for 
his own constituency, and it follows th at 
few m em ber# of Congress are in a position 
to resist extravagance of th is kind. 
In the present R iver aud H arbor bill we 
have m erely a Uagrant illustration of a 
process which has been going on for th e best 
p art of a ceutcry. 
U ntil recently the 
T reasury was em pty, and therefore Con­ 
gressmen h id a good excuse for being 
m oderate in th eir demanda. 
B ut for many 
years these bills have notoriously con­ 
tained uppropriations«as extravagant and 
as unconstitutional as anything in the last 
one, and for m any years they have provoked 
the same kind of criticism . I t happens this 
year th a t there ia a great deal of surplus 
reveuue, aud for th a t reason Congressmen 
have 
been encouraged to m ake a raid 
upou 
the Treasury. 
But when 
they 
passed 
the 
hill over the 
l’resident’s 
veto 
they knew very well 
th a t 
this 
extravagance was not likely to injure them 
in tlia eyes of th eir constituents, and while 
those Democrats who did not vote to over­ 
ride the veto w ill of course try to make 
¡political capital out of the vote, we do not 
believe th at they will succeed, because as a 
m atter of fact Congress has in passing the 
¡bill only obeyed the popular will. 
N or is it possible to show th a t any great 
evil is to result from the enactm ent of the 
Jm easurr, unless we assum e th a t the pub­ 
lic lave alw ays been opposed to sim ilar ap­ 
propriations. 
Tne surplus revenue, whose 
presence in the treasury has led to this 
raid, was in great part taken from the peo­ 
ple by very inequitable and 
injurious 
m ethods of taxation. 
So m uch of it as 
the River aud H arbor bill covers will now 
be returned to them in indirect ways, and 
in the process of redistribution a great 
num ber of local benefits will be conferred. 
The system which has produced this mode 
of employing the public funds is no doubt 
a bad one, and may easily result in danger­ 
ous infractions of tho C onstitution. 
B ut it 
m ust be kept inTnind th at the people have 
sustained these m ethods, aud th a t they 
have steadily refused to take any steps for 
the introduction of safer and b etter ones. 
A nd since tbev alone are in danger of in­ 
jury, and since they have refused to be­ 
lieve th a t they are being injured, they 
m ust bear the responsibility, and they 
m ust not undertake to shutlle it off on to 
the shoulders of their agenvs and repre­ 
sentatives. 
As good a way as any to oh 
tain a clear view of the situation is to in­ 
quire w hat would be the popularity of a 
Congressman who refused to solicit any 
local aid for his district, on the ground 
th a t such dem ands were prejudicial to the 
national welfare ? 
Is it not certain th a t a 
Congressman who should take this position 
would he retired at the end of his first 
term ? 
As regards the action of the 1’resident, 
it was w hat his position called for. 
H e is 
free from the 
local difficulties and en­ 
tanglem ents wliich render it impossible 
for m em bers of Congress to act independ­ 
ently on such a question. 
I t is his duty 
to represent w hat he believes to le the 
general interest, and from his standpoint 
the R iver and H arbor bill certainly de­ 
served to be vetoed. 
B ut the C ongres­ 
sional position is after all th a t which is 
msBt in harm ony w ith the existing politi­ 
cal Byetern, 
aud it docs not lie in the 
m ouths of the A m erican people to blame 
their R epresentatives for pursuing on this 
occasion » course which every constituency 
in th e country has a t sem e tim e, if not at 
all tim es, enforce 1 upon its members. 
California will derive considerable advan­ 
tage from th e passage of th e bill, though 
we have not had 
th a t fact before us 
in m aking the preceding observations. Tbe 
plain tru th is th a t w hatever of evil and 
danger this appropriation of nearly" nine­ 
teen million dollars will involve, 
grow 
out of the genera! political system , and 
th at 
consequently no 
rem edy can be 
effective which is not applied to the latter. 
C iv il Service reform end fiscal reform 
m ust precede any radical change for tbe 
better in the habits and tendencies of 
Congress, and no good can be effected by 
the superficial criticism which treats any 
particular Congress as specially addicted 
to extravagance, or specially lacking in 
regard for the national interests. 


■ BROTHER JA SP E R ” 
ECONOMY. 
OF POLITICAL 
HOME AND ABROAD. 


T here is an old negro preacher down 
Sonth who has acquired a certain notoriety 
by m aintaining w ith stolid persistence th a t 
“ the sun do m ove,” and th a t m odern sci­ 
ence is entirely w rong iu th a t particular. 
I t has been left to the San Francisco Chron­ 
icle. to take a position in political economy 
which is a close parallel to th a t of Brother 
Jasp er on th e m otion of the snn. 
The 
Chronicle, w ith perfect gravity, persists in 
the assertion th a t the tariff adds nothing to 
the cost of m anufactured articles in the 
U nited States, and, also, like B rother J a s ­ 
per, speaks contem ptuously of those who 
hold an opposite opinion, deriding them as 
“ B ourbons,” and stupid people. 
As the 
protective theory which the Chronicle fa­ 
vors is hu t a survival from the so-called 
M ercantile Theory, which latter has been 
com pletely abandoned by all civilized peo­ 
ples, th e charge of “ Bonrbonism ” under 
the circum stances is som ew hat comical. 
This, however, is nothing to the dogm a­ 
tism of the Jasperian assertion th at the 
tariff does not increase the cost of uiiuu- 
fatffired goods. 
The Chronicle evidently 
does not see th a t if w hat it says were true, 
the fact w culd prove too m uch, for it 
w ould prove th a t P rotection does not pro­ 
tect even those in whose behalf it is m ain­ 
tained. 
I t would prove a great deal too 
m uch, for it would prove w hat no Protec­ 
tionist in his senses has ever dream ed of 
pretending, namely, th a t A m erican m anu­ 
facturers can sell as cheaply as English m an­ 
ufacturers, while subject to higher wages 
and higher cost of production generally. 
I t would prove too m uch also in another d i­ 
rection ; for if Am erican goods were not 
increased 
in 
cost 
hy 
the 
tariff, 
it 
would 
pay 
foreign 
m anufacturers 
to 
export indefinite quantities of th eir goods 
to this c cun try. 
The C h^nicle, however, 
does not understand the incidence of a 
protective tariff, and therefore it talks much 
nonsense. 
To tu lighten it a little we will 
give an illustration from M ill: 
“ If the 
“ w heat produced in a country,” says th at 
‘ Bourhc-n ’ economist, “ is tw enty millions 
“ of quarters, and the consum ption tw enty- 
“ one millions, a million being annually 
“ im ported, and if on this million a duty is 
" levied which raises the price ten shillings 
" p e r quarter, the price which is raised is 
“ not th a t of the m illion only, bu t of the 
“ whole tw enty one m illions.” 
Tn such a 
case, 
adds 
M ill, 
“ the S tate gains 
a 
"rev en u e of only half a m illion, 
while 
“ the consumers are taxed ten m illioas and 
“ a h a lf; th e ten millions being a con- 
“ tribution to the home grow ers.” 
T hat is 
the case alw ays under a Protective tariff. 
T he consum er pays tw o distinct taxes, 
only one of which goes to tho G overnm ent, 
and th a t generally very m uch the least 
onerous. 
The increase in the cost of m anu­ 
factured goods is ueually more than the 
percentage represented by th e duty, h u t it 
is in all cases as m uch. 
The assertion th at 
it is possible to put a protective d u ty upon 
foreign goods w ithout raising the price of 
home m anufactured goods of - the same 
kind, is in fact a proof of economic ignor­ 
ance so surprising and incontestable th a t a 
journalist m ust have strong faith in the 
stu pidity of his readers to attem p t to m ain­ 
tain it. 
W e should hope th a t the m »jority 
of H igh School stu d en ts are sufficiently 
well instructed to be am used hy the phe­ 
nomenal 
intellectual 
darkness 
of 
the 
Chronicle.

No m ilitary 
expedition has ever landed in E gypt w ith­ 
out experiencing the baneful effects of the 
clim ate. 
N apoleon's arm y suffered fright­ 
fully from sickness caused hy the heat, and 
also from th a t peculiarly Egyptian disease, 
ophthalm ia. 
T his affection of the eyes is 
chronic among the A rabs and Egyptians 
them selves, and it is capable of com m uni­ 
cation hy contact and iu other ways. 
The 
French soldiers a t the beginning of the 
century were greatly weakened by it, 
and th e English cannot hope to escape the 
evil. 
A t the same tim e it m ust be rem em ­ 
bered th at th e period of highest w ater in 
the N ile is approaching, and th a t then it 
w ill' be impossible to m arch bodies of 
troops over the face of the country at all.

sical training, be still m ore liable to dis­ 
ease than th eir predecessors.

may be seen th e sinister consequences of 
vacillation in the head of the Governm ent. 
H ad G ladstone not been so infirm of pur­ 
pose he would have provided a corps 
d'armee to accompany the fleet, and to be 
landed in the event of a bom bardm ent. 
Such a provision would have m ade it im ­ 
possible for Arabi to have retreated from 
A lexandria. 
He would have been com ­ 
pelled to surrender. 
A lexandria would 
have been saved from fire and sack. 
H un­ 
dreds of 
C hristians 
would have

preserved from massacre. 
A nd th e E gypt­ 
ian question would have been settled be 
fare th e sickly season began. 
B at because 
Mr. G ladstone was so regardless of his own 
pet principles as to repose faith in the 
‘1 unspeak bable T urk, "and because he would 
w ait for European consent to a course 
which te knew England m ust tak e in any 
event, m s expedition will be so unfortu­ 
nately tim ed as to reach E gypt a t the very 
w orst season of the whole year, and it may 
be kept in a state of inaction for weeks or 
m onths, w aiting for the N ile to go down, 
and m eantim e m elting aw ay under the 
deadly clim ate as a form er English expedi­ 
tion m elted aw ay a t W alcbereu.

MINIATURE 
BULL RUN. 


The Egyptians appear to have succeeded 
in cansing a m iniature Bull R an near 
A lexandria. 
A com pany of rides which 
bad been stationed on outpost d u ty su f­ 
fered the E gyptian troops to approach 
their position in force under cover of 
darkness, and when th e riffes discovered 
the nearness of the enem y a panic seized 
them , and throw ing aw ay th eir weapons 
after firing one w ild volley, they fairly 
ran away. 
No donbt this episode will en­ 
courage the Egyptians, and will be greatly 
magnified by A rabi, who has a Napoleonic 
knack of 
fabricating dispatches. 
Such 
panics have occurred several tim es. 
On 
one occasion one of N apoleon’s veteran 
regim ents was so overcom e by sadden fear 
th a t it ran before a handful of arm ed peas­ 
ants. 
D aring th e P eninsular w ar a de­ 
tachm ent of the L ight Dragoons on outpost 
d u ty were suddenly stam peded, though in 
th a t case there was really no enem y pres­ 
ent. 
The night was very dark, and in the 
m iddle of it a sudden nam eless horror 
seized th e whole party, and catching their 
horses th e y dashed off, officers and all, 
and rode for m iles before they drew rein. 
A t oar own Bull R an it was really only a 
question of who Bhoald run first, and if the 
N orthern le v ie s had held together a few 
m inqtes longer, the Confederates would 
alm ost certainly h a v e b e e u the victim s of 
the panic.

tion 3259, and th3 filing made before the re­ 
virion under t'ao A ct of M arch 3, 1843, in 
order to bar the right to file for soother tract. 
This decision is a revision oi the rulee hereto­ 
fore in force on this subject, and upholds the 
reasoning cf the Supreme Court iu Johnson 
vs. Touriey, reporteu ia 138th Wallace. 
In the repayment case of Sarah McDon­ 
ald, the Secretary of the Interior has decided 
that if a party makiog an entry under the 
settlement laws has reason to believe, upon 
his own judgment, 0r upon advice of counsel 
or of the land officers, that his settlement 
amounts to a residence upon tho land, within 
tbe reasonable construction of the law, such 
entry, although canceled by the D epartm ent 
for non-compliance with the law, cannot be 
held to be fraudulent, so as to deprive the 
enti-y-mau of the rivht to refund the purchase 
money, or to authorize a refusal to repay. 
There must have been fraudulent misrepre­ 
sentation rn the part of the applicant, such 
as to mislead the officers and cruse them to 
admit the eniry, wheu upon the actual facts 
they would have excluded it. 
Tha Secretary of the Interior, in the case 
of B lyca vs. Wallace, has reversed the de­ 
cision of the General Land Office. 
He holds 
th at reclamation under tho I)e<ert Land Act 
requires conducting upon the land a suffi­ 
cient quantity of labor and water to actually 
prepare it for the production of an agricultu­ 
ral crop, although it is not necessary to show 
th at the land has been put in actual cultiva­ 
tion ; it must be shown th at means have been 
employed to reach and effectually irrigate the 
whole body of land entered, except in the 
case of small elevations, or such portions as 
will not sensibly Effort its productive valu9.

W alsh gave him the 51,000 to help the 
passage of the deficiency bill.

I was glad to see how m uch of the banks 
are now cased w ith stone. 
Trees grow 
w ith difficulty in the sand and their roots 
suffer from the salt w ater. 
A sandy bank 
is carried by the wash of th e steam ers into 
the deep-w ater channel. 
B ut this stone 
casing resists the w.asb, and when it is 
com plete th e company will be able to in­ 
crease w ithout danger their regulation 
speed. 
\ \ e m et w ith no obstacle for tw o 
hours. 
In this great highw ay of nations 
we saw no life save the wild m arsh birds 
and the waste of w ater stretching aw ay to 
the yellow desert. 
There are gares or 
passing places every few miles, where the 
deep w aterw ay is widened from tw enty- 
four to fifty yards and sometimes more, 
and a signalman system stops or allows to 
pasa^he ships according as the next run is 
free or occupied. 
W e passed the first gare 
successfully, but at the second the ball was 
hoisted above the flag, which, in canal lan­ 
guage, means “ go into the siding.” N oth­ 
ing came by before sunrise, when all traffic 
ceases, and we lay in th e quiet moonlight 
witli every intention to proceed at sunrise. 
But when I came up next m orning to sec 
the sta rt I found a fleet of great ships, each 
w ith its noisy little 
tu g 
and 
yellow 
flag at the m asthead, slipping along in 
single file. 
I t was a grand way of realizing 
the work of the canal. 
N ineteen vessels 
w ent hy, averaging, our Captain told me, 
1,500 tons burden. 
All save tw o earned 
the 
British flag. 
Three were crammed 
w ith pilgrim s—forecastle, main deck and 
q uarter deck one mass of life. 
Even the 
boats were full of them , and from under a 
canvaa awning peeped the vailed faces of 
women. 
One lot were Russian pilgrims 
from the Caucasus—ravage-looking fellows 
in fur caps ami black cloaks; the others were 
Algerians and Moors in turbaDS and bur­ 
nous. 
T he rest of the ships were cargo­ 
laden, tw enty-tw o and tw enty.three feet 
in the w ater. 
All w ent by safely till the 
seventeenth, th e Scotch Grays, came. 
She 
had passed us, h ut others had a t.11 to 
come, and there was nothing for it but 
to w ait till the Scotch G reys got free. 
Haw sers wero made fast to stern and 
bow on either hank, and, after an hour’s 
shouting, 
and 
steam ing, 
a,id wincing, 
tho 
big 
ship sw ung into place again. 
The rest came by w ithout «lisaster, and 
wo got under way at 11 o’clock. 
The 
canal is not big enough 
for th e present 
traffic. 
Shipping to th e extent of over 
3,000,000 tons passes through every year, 
and it is steadily on the increase. 
Ships 
have to w ait their tarn , and much valuable 
tim e 
is wasted 
at cither 
end and in 
the passage. 
T he accommodation may 
be increased in tw o ways. 
The whole 
length of tho cinai may he widened so as 
to allow of ships passing each other every­ 
where, 
Such a work would not be difficult, 
but it would he very costly. 
The deep, 
w ater passage would have to be more than 
doubled in w idth, m tke slow speed makes 
steering difficult, and ships in passing 
would require plenty of searoom to avoid 
accidents. 
The mreeent. w idth of tw enty, 
live yards would have to be raised to sixty, 
but it would co t he necessary to increase 
the w idth or surface of the whole w ater­ 
way, which is already 100 yards from bank 
to hank. 
The second mode of increasing 
the facilities ol passage ia more feasible, 
and has much to recommend it. 
I t cousiata 
in a considerable increase in the num ber of 
gares or passing places, and in the length­ 
ening of those already in existence. There 
are at present thirteen, and th ey m ight 
easily be increased to tw enty. 
The same 
precautions now practiced would be atill 
enforced in the passing of ship?. 
The 
block system would he carried out from 
gare 
to 
gsre. 
Tne 
buoyiDg 
of 
the 
passage 
is 
already 
excellent, 
and 
there 
would 
he 
no 
increase 
in 
the

Therefore measure not 
dispatch hy the tim es of sitting, b ut by 
the advancem ent of the business. 
And as 
in races it is not th e large stride, or high 
lift, th at m akes the speed ; so in business 
the keeping close to the m atter, and not 
taking of it too m uch at once, procureth 
dispatch. 
I t is the care of some only to 
come off speedily for the tim e ; or to con­ 
trive some false periods of business, be­ 
cause they may seem men of dispatch. B ut 
it is one thing to abbreviate hy contracting, 
another by cattin g o ff; aDd business so 
handled at several sittings or m eetings 
goeth commonly backw ard and forward, iu 
an unsteady m anner. 
I knew a wise man 
th at had it for a by-word, when he saw 
men hasten to a conclusion, Stay a little, 
th at we may m ake an end the sooner. 
On th e other side, tru e dispatch is a rich 
thing, to r tim e is the measure of business, 
as money i? of wares ; aad business is 
bought a t a dear hand where there is small 
dispatch.

Above all thiugs, order and distribution 
and singling out of parts is the life of dis­ 
patch ; so as the distribution be not too 
subtle ; for he th a t doth not divide will 
never enter well into business ; and he th a t 
divtdelh too much will never come out of 
it clearly. 
To choose tim e is to save tim e • 
an unseasonable motion is but beating the’ 
air. 
There be three parts of bnsiness : the 
preparation, tfce debate or exam ination, 
and the perfection. 
W hereof, if you look 
for dispatch, let the m iddle only be the 
w ork of m any, and the first and last the 
work of few. 
The proceeding upon some­ 
w hat conceived in w riting, doth for the 
most p art facilitate dispatch ; for though 
it should be wholly rejected, y et th a t neg­ 
ative is more pregnant of direction than an 
m uetinite, as ashes are more generative 
than dust .—[.Sir Francis Bacon.

METHOKOLOGICAL COMPARISONS. 


Sergeant Berwick, of tbo Signal Service, 
■aye: The meteorological %ondiuon of this 
etation, as om pared with the past til sea* 
sons, shows from its mean temperature that 
July jnst passed has been warmer than any 
July since 1878, which year gave a mean ex­ 
actly correspondingly the preteai one. Of 
the six Julys, the one in IS77 was the warm­ 
est, both in its moan (70 ) and maximum 
(103*) temperatures. July. 1882, gave more 
wind than the average a: this station, the 
average f it five years past being 4.996 miles, 
and for July. 1882, 5 443 miles. The wind’» 
maximum velocity also reached higher than 
ever before in J uiy; it was 28 miles per 
boar from the northwest on the 8th. The 
rainfall since July, 1850, was only apprecia­ 
ble to the p'uviamster on five occasions— 
those being in July, 1859, .03 of an inch; 
July, 1860, .59 of an inch ; July, 1866, .02 of 
an inch ; July, 1873, .01 of an inch, and 
July, 1876, .21 of an inch. Oat of the thirty- 
three Julys past there was no rain on twenty 
of them, and only a sprinkle on eight, and 
rain amounting to .01 of an inch or more on 
five.

A N o v el I n d u str y.—A new (to us, at 
least) industry bas been developed in Oak­ 
land, which is no less than th at a strong 
and durable article of belting is made out 
cf the entrails of sheep. 
Tne intestines, 
which will average about ilfty.five feet in 
length, are first thoroughly cleansed and 
then put into vats of brine, where they re­ 
main several days. 
When thus prepared 
they are not much thicker than a piece of 
cotton twine, and will sustain a weight of 
about ten pounds. 
The next stage in the 
process cf manufacture is to wind the pre­ 
pared material ou bobbins, after which tbe 
process is the saíne as in making common 
rope. 
This method is used to produce a 
round b e lt; but if a wide, Hat belt is to be 
made, a loom is employed, and the fine 
strands woven together, as in ribbon man­ 
ufacture. 
The flat belts are made of any 
size, and the round of sizes varying from 
one-sixteenth up to one and a half inches 
in diameter. 
The ronnd belts are made 
either in the form of a smooth cord, or as 
ropes with from three to five strands, Tbe 
three-quarter inch ronnd belt is said to 
stand a strain of 
seven tons, and is 
guaranteed to last ten years. 
This utilizes 
pretty much the whole sheep, as the bones, 
pelt, feet and horns are all used in some 
process of m anufacture; and now comes 
the entrails.—[Solano Republican, 


W a ln u t T rek s.— We have often been 
surprised at tbe disposition to plant poplar 
and locust trees for ornamentation and 
shade. 
W e are surprised that black wal­ 
nut trees are not planted in lieu of such 
trees, for they combine all the virtues of 
the other, and are, besides, just as orna­ 
mental, just as prolific and a good deal 
more useful. 
We notice some of our citi­ 
zens, who are studiously building up homes 
in Red Bluff, have discovered the merits 
of the black walnut over any other variety 
of shade trees. 
Ic is a tree that is useful 
as well as ornamental, and has merits not 
possessed by ether varieties. 
It develops 
rapidly, has a beautiful foliage, which it 
sheds in a brief time iu the fall, and is a 
prolific fruit-bearer. 
About tw enty years 
ago a farmer in Missouri planted a grove of 
black walnut trees on waste land, and re­ 
cently sold it for $27,000, 
L. B. Barlow, 
of Healdsburg, has a small grove, only 
seven years old, which are large enough to 
afford ample shade, and already bear a 
profusion of nuts.
